chose business, and Yale is now’ 
without its 
winningest 
football 
coach since the golden days of 
Walter Camp. 
Olivar, dean of Ivy League foot­ 
ball coaches, announced Monday 
he was ending an 11-year-old asso­ 
ciation with Yale. 
Yale had offered him a new 
three-year contract with the pro­ 
viso that he stay in New Haven 
for the entire academic year.

This hap­ 
pened just a couple months ago. 
You may say that was the fault 
of the furnace. If that was the 
reason, why w eren’t the children 
dismissed immediately instead of 
having to sit there and freeze un­ 
til IO a. rn., when some of the 
parents complained? 
We know that recently our wea­ 
ther has been unreasonably cold 
and the Lakeside School has again 
been cold, but why 
don’t 
they 
close the doors until noon and 
give the “good 
old 
school’’ 
a 
chance to get warm. No, instead 
we send our children dressed like 
Eskymos, two pair of socks, leo­ 
tards, lined jeans, a blouse and 
two sweaters. We ask, “is this 
normal in this modern day and 
age?” How is it that the upstairs 
isn’t being used? Could it be that 
it is “too cold”? 
We have gone to the school 
and checked 
the 
therm om eters 
ourselves and at noon they regis­ 
ter 70 in some rooms and 64 in 
others. These therm om eters are o ff 
of the floor and halfway to the 
ceiling. What is the tem perature 
down where our children sit? 
These are true facts. Would you 
send your children to a school like 
thus? We aren’t living in Lincoln’s 
days and I bet even they didn’t 
have to wear their coats in the 
school room.

A program on work with juve­ 
niles through the Schoolcraft Pro­ 
bate Court, and the well-coordi­ 
nated system operating 
in

Rotary Monday by

DuBois, 
county juvenile officer. 
Probate Judge John Faketty was 
a guest for the program arranged 
by 
Lee 
Headland. 
The 
court 
works closely with home, school 
and family in spotting signs of ju­ 
venile problems early. Every ef­ 
fort is made to solve the problem 
at the community level, using lo­ 
cal resources. 
The court’s services, 
equal to 
many times that expected of an 
organization with only a staff of 
three, including the register, in­ 
cludes supervision of foster 
and 
boarding home care for children, 
investigations requested 
by 
the 
Probate Court, the prosecuting at­ 
torney and supervisors 
and 
in 
some instances the Michigan Crip­ 
pled Children’ 
commission 
neg­ 
lected and 
dependent 
children, 
adoptioned, probations and 
par­ 
oles involving 
juveniles, 
and 
a 
variety of other child problems 
are handled by it. 
“The river is the worst thing

kids living on the wrong side of 
it,” DuBois observed.
